Acting 
Chief Gillaspy to Enforce : 


by Acting Chief of Police Gillaspy. 

It took the form of an official order 
to all police captains to instruct their 
men to see that the law in regard to 
the discharge of firearms within the 
city limits be not violated. First offend- 
ers are to be warsed; if they repeat the 
offense they are to be arrested.

Fourteen Companies of This 
State Combine to Get 
Injunction.

JBFFERSON CITY, Mo.. 
The Injunction proceedings to prevent 
the enforcement of the maximum 
freight rate bill will probably be filed 
tomorrow or Thursday.

AUTO 5 TOO. FAST 
FOR BANDIT MOUNTS 


Desperadoes’ Plan to Take Re- 
ceipts of Show Held at 
101 Ranch Fails.

BLISS, O. T., June 13.—An attempt 


was made between midnight and day- 
light Morday morning to hold up the 
treasure party carrying the $40,000 of 
receipts taken from the show on the 
101 ranch Sunday, by a party of despera- 
does, and would have succeeded but that 
the automobile in which the treasure 
was carried from the Miller brothers 
ranch to Ponca to be placed in bank, 
outran the horses of the bandits. 

As it was there was a brisk fight be- 
tween the party guarding the treasure 


and the bandits. 

It seems that after the show the cash- 
lars counted up the receipts under an 
open shed. The count began before 
all the visitors had left and a large 
throng crowded arcund and watched the 


handling of the money. 

Among them, George Miller, one of the 
proprietors of 101 ranch, noticed several 
men who were known to be desperate 
characters, and later learned that a plan 
had been laid to hold up the train on 
which it was intended to take the money 
to Ponca to deposit. 

He changed his plan and decided to 
take the treasure in Dr. Thomas’ auto- 
mobile. 

The money was placed in ten sacks 
and loaded into the machine. Dr. 
Thomas, his chauffeur, MacGowan, 
George Miller and W. G. Maurice went 
along as guards. They left about 1 
o'clock sv as to foil the robbers, 

But their scheme was learned, for 
when they reached Cowskin reek, 
about four miles from here, to reach the 
ford of which the road makes a long 
detour, half a dozen armed men rode 
from behind a clump of willows and 
made for the auto. 

Miller called for MacGowan to put on 
speed and commenced firing in direéec- 
tion of the robbers.

ENGINE TORE AWAY 


DANGER IS PASSING, STREET CAR FRO 


Estimates of Damage Done by 
Overflow Between Louisiiana 
and Davenport Exceed 86, 
000,000. 


Bpecial to the Post-Dispatch. 

LOUISIANA, Mo., June 13.—The dan- 
ger of further damage from the floods 
which swept over the lowlands of 
Southeastern Iowa and Northeastern 
Missouri, in the valleys of the Des 
Moines and Mississippi Rivers, having 
passed, the sufferers are now counting 


the cost. 

Estimates of damages to farm crops 
and other property received here from 
the various cities and towns of the 
stricken district run the total up over 
$6,000,000, farm property and crops mak- 
ing the greater part. 

Losses to farm and other property in 
the Iowa district alone, exclusive of 
damage to railroads, are placed at 
over $2,500,000, and the railroad loss in 
Iowa is figured at $500,000. Over 100 rall- 
road and highway bridges and culverts 
were washed away in that district. 

The railroad loss in the Missouri! and 
Illinois districts is placed at $300,000 


more. 

The loss to farm and other property 
in the Missouri district is figured on 
reports from points in Clark, Scott, 
Ralls, Marion and this (Pike) County, 
at something over „000, and the 
da to the Illinois district WT i reach 
gomething like $750,000.

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A REPUBLIC OR MONARCHY. 

Owing to the difficulty in getting a King, the Nor- 
wegians may conclude to set up a republic. 

The soil is admirably adapted to republican gov- 
ernment. Suffrage is practically universal, including 
women. Any man or woman over the age of 21 and 
enjoying an income of $150 a year may vote. There 
are no nobility or inherited privileges. Education is 
widely diffused. The Norwegians are democratic by 
temper and education, the rule of equality prevail- 
ing socially, as well as politically, and this to a 
degree probably equal to that in the United States. 

Such being the conditions the advantages of a 
republican government are obvious, If k King is 
called in he must set up a court, which must be sup- 
ported by a privileged class and a nobility which will 
have to be manufactured for the purpose. The 
cost of such a luxury will be considerable, and the 
Norwegians are a thrifty people, accustomed to 
counting the cost. * 

From an American point of view a republic seems 
the natural choice of a free people, and the Nor- 
wegians are untrammeled by prejudice. An elected 
King is not likely to possess as much official en- 
ergy as an elected President. But it will be more 
difficult to call him to account. Just how much in- 
fluence the royal influences of London and Berlin 
will have on the decision is not yet known, but if 
left to themselves the Norwegians will probably pre- 
fer the republic.

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The Aged Editor of Truth Says Because Women Can't Fight, 
They Should Not Vote. 


(From Labonchere’s Speech in Parliament on 
the Women's Franchise Bill.) 


Women were different from men 
physically and intellectually. There 


were many physical tasks performed 
by men for which they were not fitted. 
They could not serve as soldiers. 
Neither could women act as policemen. 
Order and liberty, the social fabric, 
rested ultimately upon force, and the 
fact that women could not contribute 
to that force was a limitation of citi- 
zenship. It was the same in industrial 
life. As civilization increased the hard 
manual work was taken out of the 
hands of women. In this country the 
law had interfered to prevent women 
from doing men's work. He thought, 
therefore, it might fairly be said that 
women could not fulfil the duties of cit!- 
zenship. That, of course, was not their 
fault, because they were more beautiful 
than muscular.

“In all history, all mythology, all the 
doings of things Norway has always 
led, but Sweden got the honor. Now 
we are gong to change it, and after 
this when you dig for a Norwegian 

ou'll find one, and not a Swede. Yes, 
m going to have myself tattooed to 
mark this event forever. I was once 
fattooed in Japan and again in the 
Gamoan Islands, to show my pride of 
Norway: this, though, is the great joy 
of my life, that Norway is now Nor- 
way. For this I am going te have Nor- 
way insignia on me. There are many 
expert tattooers in Chicago, but I know 
how to do it myself. It will require 
about seven weeks work.”

AUBY BELONGED TD 
EMPRESS EUGENIE 


| 
Pure Pigeon Blood Four-Carat 
Gem, That Is Worth a For- 
tune Offered for Sale. 


INEW YORKER HAS OPTION 


To Give Dealer $75,000 If His 
Wife Lieks It—Many Try 
to Purchase It. 


NEW YORK, June ‘**.—Unmatched 
for purity and beauty, u pigeon-blood 
ruby was offered for sale yesterday by 
John J. Roche, known widely as a col- 
lector of gems, and within a few hours 
he had received a dozen bids from men 
of wealth. He turned over the remark- 
able stone to a millionaire of this city, 
who was eager to give it to his wife. 
The millionaire got a day in which to 
“approve” the ruby. As Roche knew 
his man. he asked no security, though 
he values the jewel at $75,000, 

That great estimate is fixed upon a 
double basis—first, what may be regard- 
ed as the intrinsic worth of the ruby; 
second, the fact that it belonged to the 
Emprss Eugenie, having been given to 
her by Napoleon III. 

Roche asserts no stone of such beauty 
can be found in any of the treaure cas- 
kets of European monarchs or in the 
private collections of Indian rajahs, or 
the jewel boxes of wives of the Amer!i- 
can millionaires. Though $75,000 is by no 
means the highest price paid for a ruby, 
it is the record figure for a stone weigh- 
ing only four carats. The value, as 
explained by Mr. Roche in his office in 
182 Broadway yesterday, lies in the fact 
that the color of the gem is absolutely 
perfect. for it is of the true Oriental 
pigeon-blood hue and devoid of any 


tinge of purple. 
That the stone was on the market was 


made public only yesterday morning 
but by nightfall Roche had receive 
many offers. The rush of would-be 
buyers was considered unprecedented in 
the jewelers’ trade, and Roche said he 
knew he would have no trouble in find- 
ing a purchaser. One Maiden Lane 
trader said, when he heard of the eager- 
ness of the buyers: . 

The man in the street does not think 
there are many persons who are ready 
at a moment's notice to put their hands 
in their pockets and pa out almost 
$100.000 for a bauble. but this case shows 
that view is wrong. In fact, the Van- 
derbilts, the Goulds and some Western 
and Pittsburg .millionaires have paid 
emissaries in Europe who have orders to 
buy on sight any rare jewel placed on 
the market.“ 

Ten years ago the Empress Eugenie 
found herself short of funds and was 
obliged to sell part of her treasures. 
Among the stones sent to C. F. Robin- 
son of London was the four-carat ruby. 
In 1897 the stone was bought by Mr. 
Roche. He had not seen it, and the deal 
was made by cable. He had no diffi- 
culty in selling it. The man who bought 
it then has put it on the market again 
in order to settle up an estate. The 
names of this man and the prospective 
purchaser Roche will not divulge, as he 
says his customers are averse always 
t@having it known that they have made 
a large purchase of jewels, for the pub- 
licity might arouse the cupidity of 
thieves. 

Experts such as Charles Schumann, 
Henry Rudolph and Harrison Smith, 
who have seen the stone, say that be- 
yond all doubt it is the most beautiful 
ruby that has ever been seen. Roche 
is the man who sold a ten-carat ruby 
to Thomas W. Lawson for $150,000 and 
collected a string of pearls for him at 
a cost of $400,000.
